GULF OF GE0JR0Uif^AM9- 
ABLE FOR 'SlfEKWHEfEL 
STEAMERS. 

Early ou tho morning of tlie 1st 
inat. the large and staunch atormvli"ol 
steamer "Western Slope, titled witli wa- 
tertight compartments, sailed from New 
Wtstminstcr for Victoria. She had 

■ on board 125 head of mainland cattle 
and several passengers. Capt. Wm. 
Moore, ^form^r . owner - and builder of 
the Slope antT one of the most skill- 
ful navigators in tbeso waters, was in 
command. A stiff southeast breeze 
prevailed and before tho steamer 
■reached thesandheads it had freshened to 

' 'a gale. Persons standing on the banks 
n*!ar the,rive.rmouth aa tbo steamboat 
glided down o.xpressad the opinion that 
^be would not attempt the pasaago of 
•th'e gulf during the provalonco of tho 
storm; but, she passed out of the 
river and into tho waters of the 
gulf. As we have said .she had as cargo 

, ,^:4& bead .of cattle — a larger number 
' tfian'any boat had previoiisly undertak- 
en to carry between tlu! two ports. 
The wind inci-eased every minute; but 
tho gallant steamer ploughed steadily 

' along, crossing the gulf in less than 21 
hours' time without having met 
with tho slightest mishap. After. 
, .leaving the gulf the steamer had coni- 
Uparativoly smooth weather. Capt. 
MOOKE selected the longe.st pnasago be- 
tween the island.s, known as Cowiclian 
gap, so as to cause as little disturbance 
as possible to tho live stock.

THE ISLAND RAILWAY. 

TSE MASS LZBETZNa HELD LAST 
."MI&ST. 



In respousoto a vorynuinoi'ously signed 
rcqnisition apublic mcotingwas convened 
by lus Worship thu iMayoi' .at the Mo- 
■ «hanica' Institute Inst evening for the pur- 
pose of obtaining an expre.s.sion nf public 
opinion^u^on tho continued delay of the 
Dominion " Goriernmenfc in eo'mmoncing 
railway construction between Esquinuilt 
and Nanaimo. 

Tho building was don.soly crowded long 
before the hour fi.xed by his Wor.ship for 
taking the chair, and on tho platform tho 
following prominent citizens were accomo- 
dated with seats: Mayor Turner, W. Wil- 
son, M. P. P., Dr. Tolmie, JI. W. T. 
Drake, B. W. Pearse, James Fell, A. J. 
Langlej'. J. D. Pomberton, W. H. Oliver, 
P. McQuado, J. W. Williams, M. P. P., 
R. Finlayson, Joseph Spratt, Coun. Boyd, 
Coun. Shakespeare, H. Hclgeson, M.P.P., 
R. Ward and many others. 

Mr. E. M. Johnson ofliciatcd as secre- 
tary. 

His Worship tho IMayor, having c.illod 
the assemblage to order, briefly alluded to 
the reason for which tho meeting was 
called, pointing out that according to the 
original Tenns of Union as well as tho 
later Carnarvon Terms, tlio Island was 
entitled to tho construction of a line of 
railway between EaquiuiiiU and Nanaimo. 
Ho was prepared to ndnnt that tho pre- 
sent government had taken important 
steps to carry out their obligations with 

„^tlio.,o6iintry. .. ■ They had done so in a 
measure, but it seemed to him ,that the 
bargain ' witli '' reforeiioe to Vancouver 
Island had been altogether overlooked. 
He hoped that the mainlaiulors, who were 
now deriving tho benefits of railway con- 

^'iBtrUction would aid the island in obtaining 
what''i8 justly duo to it. There could bo 
no manner of doubt'that the island had 
all along been a gieiit- feeder to the main- 
land, but should the railway between tliis 
oity and Nanaimo bo constructed the is- 
land would beconio ovon a greater assis- 
tance to tho rest of tho province. Tho 
several agreements entered into between 
Canada and British Columbia all admitted 
the claim of the island to tho construction 
of a railway between Esqui malt and Na- 
naimo. Ho would npw call upon Mr. W. 
Wilson to move a set of resolutions which 
ho felt sure ^vould meet with the approval 
of the meeting. 
(Jilr. Wilson, M. P. P., addressed the 
meeting and referred to tlio rosolutiona 
of tho Victoria Board of Trade relative 
to the Island Railway. After dilating at 
some length on the value of thcio steps, 
he adverted to tlie efTorts of the Dominion 
to obtain loans in the English market for 
the construction of tho railway aud stated 
that in his opinion their failure in the 
first instance was in a measure' due to the 
circumstance that no real effort had been 
.niado to carry out the Terms of Union 
with British Columbia. He referred to 
the fact that whilst tho other provinces 

..Avhicji had entered the confederation had 
obtained bettor tefins .than those on which 
they had ti^Q&BJo part bf t'lo Dominion, 
British Ooluraliia had' been compelled to 
put up with inferior terms. Delay after 
delay had occurred .and, .although it liad 
been hoped that the Island railway 
would have been included in tho syn- 
dicate arr.angomont. such, it was now 
pretty well known, was not tho fact. He 
goritinucd to e^vplain at sonio length tho 
det.ails of tho syndicate, aiid contended 
that in the text thereof there had boon a 
breach of faith bet woon Canada and British 
Columbia. No provision had been made 
for the oonBiiruction of the small piece of 
railway belwoeh Esquimalt and Nanaimo. 
Hoditl not suppose that amongst the whole 
)))ceting there were lialf-a dozon pooplo 
who, when they voted for confederation, 
])ad not done so with a firm belief that 
the railway to connect lis with the eastern 
provincBS-would be constructed without 
iftod.':! bo regretted that the 
ftnticipations of tho people of this pro- 
vince had not been roalizod. Ho then 
alluded to tho adoption of the Civnidian 
tariff and pointed out tho manner in 

' 'yrh}cK-,--^ri|;iah Columbia contributed to 
tfie;ireyenue largely in excess of either 
the;proTinco of Quebec or Ontario.. But 



proTinces derived a benefit from the heavy 
oxpoiiditurcs in the shape of improve- 
ments to canals and other public works, 
whilst British Columbia, comparatively 
tho largest .contributor derived no. bene- 
fit at all. ''Hejall^ded to tho mauuer in' 
which tho Canadian tariff oppressed the 
co.al mining industry and quoted in sup- 
port of his contention figures compiled by 
Mr. E. G. Prior, late inspector of mines. 
It was his own belief that the most pros- 
perous part of British North America to- 
day Jw.ns Nowfo jndland. She luid 
managed to keej) out of the^ Dominion 
(applause) and to-day she wts enabled to 
build her own railways out of her own re- 
venues. (Hear) Tho results of tho con- 
nection of British Columbia with Canada 
led him to believe that the provinco 
would be much better ofl' wcro she in a 
position similar to tliat of New Found- 
land and before .resuming his sb^t he 
would move tho followmg resolution 
which embodied many of the points set 
forth in tho resolutions of the Board of 
Trado, tlio substance of which was already 
well known to tho meeting: — 

Wo tho citizens of A''ictoria and rosi- 
dionts of Vancouver Island, British Col- 
umbia, in mass- meeting assembled, re- 
spectfully call tho attention of the Do- 
minion Government to the resolutions 
passed by the British Columbia Board of 
Trade on the 28th .Tanuary last, reciting 
important facts relating to tho obligations 
of the Dominion Governmontto construct 
tho railway between Esquimalt aud Na- 
naimo, and also tOjthe following resolu- 
tions bearing thereon and on the I'elatioiis 
existing between British Columbia and 
tho Dominion as follows: — 

1. Tliat while several of the eastern 
provinces of tho Dominion have obtained 
batter tonus than those under which they 
confederated, the western provinco of 
British Columbia, under the Carnarvon 
soltlomoiit (in the language of Lord Car- 
narvon) will rcceivo considerably Ics.s 
than was promised to her as thccondition 
of entering tho I)<iminion. 

2. That tho first condition of the said 
settlement made in 187-i was tho oon- 
st^'uction of the railway from Esquimalt 
to]NaDitimo. 

'3. That although tho pooplo of 'this 
Provinco wore justified in expecting tho 
commeiicomont of the Esquimalt-Nanai- 
mo railway in 1875, their generous recog- 
nition of the embamisod condition of tho 
Dominion induced them for years to re- 
frain from emphatically insisting upon 
tho immediate construction of ' t^o rail- 
way. 1 

4. That Lord Dufferin in his official 
capacity of Govornor-Genoral of the Do- 
minion of Canada in his speech delivered 
at Government House, A''ictoria, Septem- 
ber 20th, 187C, pledged his word for ths 
good faith of tho Dominion to British 
Columbia in tho following inqn-essivo lan- 
guage: "I would 80onor,"BaidhiBLord3hip 
"cut my right hand off than utter a single 
word that I do not know to bo absolute 
truth. * * ■* _ Every single 
item of tho Carr.arvoii terms is .(tt. this 
moment in tho course of fulfillment. " 

C. That after fivo years of patient wait- 
ing the only acts of the Dominion in 1880 at 
all bearing upon tho Esquimalt and Na- 
naimo railway have been tlie apprliation 
to the Provincial Government for' the 
conveyance to tho Dominion of an ad- 
ditional 20 milo.belt ef..land^bot^pen Es- 
quimau and Nanaimo and the' removal of 
the steel rails purchased for tho Esqui- 
malt and Nanaimo railway from Nanaimo 
to near Yalo on Fraaer river for tho use 
of tho Emory Bar and Savona. Eorry sec- 
tion of tho Canada Paoifio railway on the 
mainland. 

6 That it beliorod throughout the Do 
minion that arrangements' have' been re- 
cently made with a syndicate of capital- 
ists for tho constfuction of the Canada 
Pacific railroad by 1890 which inclodos 
about 500 miles of rnihvaj' north of Lake 
Superior aud excludes the 70 miles of 
railw.ay between Esquimalt und Nanaimo. 

7. That under the Carnarvon settle- 
ment the first portion o'f railway to bo 
built was tho Esquim.alt and Nanaimo 
railway and tho last that north of Lake 
Superior which was postponed indefinite- 
ly until after tho completion by> ISQQitof ; 
the railw.ay between the Paoifio seaboard 
and Lake Superior. ^ . , , .. 

8. That it js evident that tlib Dominion 
of Canada has not kept faith "with 'British 
Columbia in carrying out its railway 
obligations. 

9. That the inducement to British Co- 
lumbia to confodoiate with the Dominion 
of Canada was the railway agreement, 
which held out the prospect of rapidly 
opening up, settling and dqyekping dif- 
ferent portions of tliis Provinco. 

10. That inconsequence of tho default 
of the Dominion Confederation h.as in- 
flicted irreparable injury upon Vancouver 
Island, a most important portion of Brit- 
i.sh Columbia. So fur from inducing set- 
tlement it has provcntcd it. From tho 
7th June, 1873, until now a belt of land 
alon<r tho East coast of Vancouver Is- 
land over 180 miles in length by 20 miles 
in breadth has boon kept locked up by tho 
Dominion so that thousands who intend- 
ed to settle in this valuable portion of tho 
province have boon forced acrqss the 
boundary into W.aahington Territory 
which in consequence has largely in- 
creased in population .since last census 
greatly at tho expense of British Co- 
lumbia. 

11. That although under. thO;. terms of 
union 'British, Coluitibia \nu> allowed to 
retain lier own tariff until the date fixed 
for the completion of the Canada Pacific 
Riiilw.ay sho believing in tho good faith of 
the Dominion as regards its railway obli- 
gations, accepted the Dominion Tariff. 
By this generous act the amount of reve- 
nue paid by British Columbia to the Do- 
minion since confederation has exceeded 
the expenditure of tho Dominion in Brit- 
ish Columbia, (much of wliich has been of 
no benefit to this Province) so tliat Brit- 
ish Columbia has been a financial aid and 
not a burden to tho Dominion. 

12. That in 1874 when the Carnarvon 
settlement w.as made tho customs duties 
Qollectod in British Columbia amounted 
to S^iOG,43G, whilst in 1879 S517,2G1 were 
collected, although tho railway eonstruc- 
tion had not been cqmmoneed in. the Pro- 
vince. • ' ' •■ < 'iiVil ;■ ■ ! 

13. "That since Confederation over §uO,- 
000,000 have boon-borrowed by tho Do- 
minion for public works and othor pur- 
posoa, and although British Columbia has 
been made to p:iy more in proportion than 
her fair share of interest thereon, no por- 
tion of the 850,000,000 h.as boon "ex- 
pended by the Dominion in British Col- 
umbia iii carrying- out '^h4 -Oarnarvoii 
terms'. 

14. That the Dominion tariff, however 
beneficial it may be to the easforn pro- 
vinces, is an injury to British Columbia, 
as it weighs heavily on, the .groat produc- 
ing interests of the province and has de- 
stroyed the largo trado 'T^oviously done 
by Viotoria In Britisli ^ods'wlth' tlio' ad- 
joining states and torntorie's of tha^Unit- 
od States, and has failed to creatosJav^on-, 
courage any now industry, 

15. That tho only ooiaponsation possi- 
ble for tho ni.any drawbacks of confodera- 
tioii is, railway construction by tho Dom- 
inion under the conditions of the Carnar- 
von DsttlenwDt, arid Unless/thevPomihl^' 



of Canada is prepared to cany out the 
railway obligations with British Colum- 
bia, the province would bonelit 
lai-gely by being placed in the .same posi- 
jtipn to the British Crown as Nowfound- 
lahd now occupies, h.aving full control of 
her own resources and developments. 

ftfr. M. W. T. Drake said that ho had 
great pleasure in seconding tho icsolu- 
tions just moved by Mr. Wilson. They con- 
tained statements which wore indi.sputa- 
blo. It was admitted that no point of a 
similar nature to that under discussion 
could bo gained without political agita- 
tion and although it might appear to the 
Dominion Government that Vancouver 
Island was prepared to tillow hnr right to 
the railway between Esquimalt and Na- 
noimo to p.ass away such he felt a.ssurcd 
was not tho case. It -ivas only by re- 
peated effoits that the point could be 
gained and it was just as well to let the 
Dominion known that British Columbia 
is entitled to an island railway and in- 
tended to have it sooner or later (loud ap- 
plause). Ho referred to tho fact that tho 
Dominion Government had admitted 
thoir liability in tho matter and had ac- 
tually oft'erod §750,000 to induce British 
Columbia to relinquish her rights to tho 
tho line and previously Canada under 
what were known as tho Carnarvon terms 
had agreed to build it. Without taking 
up the tirao of tho mooting he would 
simply state that ho had much pleas- 
ure in seconding the resolutions offered. 

Mr. B. W. Pearse followed in an cuer- 
getic address in which he dilated on tho 
importance of tho Island railway. He 
produced an enlarged chart to show tho 
water and country Tying between Victoria 
and Burrard Inlet, and said naval officers 
who had boon asked to report on the 
subject had been wrong by from 2 to 5 
miles. He contended that in case of war 
the approaches to Burraod Inlet and 
our coal stores would bo closed by 
batteries situated im thu American Is- 
lands. Tho cost of tho Es(iuimalt-Na- 
naimo line with rolling stock would be 
§2,500,003, and hoproduced figures toshow 
that tho lino would p.ay. IIo showed a 
geological report of Mr. Richards on that 
the coiil mines ostonded 131 miles idong 
tho oast coast from a point within 14 miles 
of Victoria. Tho area being 300 square 
Utiles and tho estimated yield 2(),000 
tons to the squ.are mile. (Applause). Ho 
next quoted'.fiom Mr. DoCo.smos' late 
speech to' demonstrate that a saving of 
47i cents per ton could be effected by 
shipping coal at E.squiamalt instead of at 
Nanaimo. He did not think that wo had 
been fairly troated as a provincoj and 
hoped the people would insist ''ifpon the: 
obligations being carried out. 

Senator ilacdonald, in reply to Mr. 
Wilson, said that h» had endeavored to 
secure the passage of tho Island railway 
bill by tho Senate. He had many per- 
sonal friends amongst Sir John Mac- 
donald's supporters, yet ho could not get 
one of them to support it except Senator 
Cornwall. Senators Christie and Penny, 
friends of Mr. Mackenzie, who had asked 
him to lobbj' for the bill, woro among tho 
first to voto against it. Tho expenditures 
of the Dominion in tho Provinco had boon 
very large. We had met year after year 
in this hull, and ovpty year we had been 
put oft' with promises. Ho had never 
given up tho fight for tho Bute Inlet 
route until tho contracts were signed. 
This had been a hard year for us in Vic- 
toria, our money was now circulating 
freely in the upper country, tho farmers 
were selling their produce and the nier- 
clmuta of Victoria experienced a goneml 
improvement, and this ch.ange had come 
about from an oxi)ondituro of loss than 
$400,000, whtit would bo tho oft'oct 
when ^2,000,000 came to bo spent 
annually ? Tho Government of 
Ganadii had undortnkon heavy obligations 
and 8;i0,000,0C0 would be spent hero in 
tho next ten years. Qoilld , tjiey .not see 
the sun beginning to riso'/ Tho tariff bore 
very heavily upon us, but goods woro 
never no cheap hero as now. Mr. Bunstor 
could tell them that oven soap, of which 
lio is so fond, (was cheaper thaiu over. 
Great laughter.) Ho would like then to 

f)ass resolutions which tho whole, main- 
iind^conld ftndOrse, and He' approvdd'-'of 
all tho resolutions that had been read but 
tho Last. Ho bolievod that tho road 
would be built as as an Imperial neces- 
sity, whether war took place or not, but 
ho did not think we had any right to say 
that B. C. would benefit by being placed 
in a position similar to that of Newfound- 
land. He' did not believe that we coidd 
get separation from Canda. (Applause.) 

Dr. Tolinio— We ask for nothing. Wo 
merely express an opinion. 

Mr. Macdonald — Leave that opinion 
out and you'll get the railway. Some 
one should propose an amendment asking 
that tho Island railway may be included 
in tho syndicate bargain. Vancouver 
Island could not stand as a separate pro- 
vince, ,and free port was an exploded 
idea. Thoro was no use in asking for 
separation, wo could not got it. In con- 
clusion he moved an amuiidment to tho 
resolution that sectionlSbealteredtoread: 
That in order to fulfil tho Carnarvon 
Terms and give rcason.ablo satisfaction to 
the pooplo of Vancouver Island wo 
press for the construction of tho Island 
railway and ask that it bo included in the 
syndicate bargain, if possible. 

Mr. Mc^IiTlan socondod tho amend- 
ment. .jJt' ! ' ' 

Mr. Bunstor, M.P., said when one 
politician undertook to insult another by 
talking about "soap" — (Roars of laught- 
er.) He had soap enough in him to 
lather Senator Macdonald or any one else 
who insulted him. ( Groat laughter. ) 
He was no sneak or coward. Could the 
people ^endorse this amendment { Sir 
Johii'h'ad b'oeii- thrown from office once 
forhavingtriedto do hiaduty to British Co- 
lumbia. There were no sneaking senators 
in the delegation that waited on Sir John. 
(Lau.i<htor.) 

Senator Macdonald — Were there any 
tipsy members .of parliament there 1 
(Laughtor.) . - . . 

Mr. Bunsteir— If you say'I'm''a tipsy 
member you're a liar. That's the way, 
fellow citizens, your representative is in- 
sulted. If ho wants anything out of me 
there is soap enough in mo to lather him 
outside. 

Sir .John h.ad worked wonders. Lot him 
get the road through to the seaboard and 
he would build tho road on the Island. 
What did ho say to him last session, said 
ho, " Bunstor, give mo time," (roars of 
laughter.) Ho (Mr. Bunstor) had got tho 
tariff taken off powder last year and Sir 
John woijld hay.e 'V'anQOU^Br Island made 
a free p'iirfc' if' ifc' was 'uiianitriou.sly asked 
for. 

Mr. Williams, M. P. P., said Mr, Mac- 
donald was a, senator and drew .$2500 a 
year from the Dominion, and ho was after 
tho govornorahip which was worth $45,- 
000. Wo had got little .ifrom confedera- 
tion except a governor, an Edgar and a 
Lord Dutferin, and wo had contributed 
§2,500,000 to the Dominion. Tho reso- 
lutions were very moderate under the 
rircumstancoB, Wo are more hoavily 
taxed than wo were under the old govern- 
ment.

Mr. Fell said Senator MticdonaldaliouUl' 
not have destroyed tlie harmony of this 
meeting. There was no threat in tH*? 
resolution-s. Sir .lohii was if frieiid of 
this province. Tho amenduiont Bhoiild 
be scotched as if it were a rattlesnake. 

Mr. Helgeseii, M. P. I'., produced 
figures to show that the island lino would 
pay, and supporteil the resolutions as 
they stood. 

Mr. McMillan said he was opposed to 
the original resolution because' u might 
create a division between tho^i.slaiid and 
niaiiiland and we ahould bo careful what 
wo did. Ho had roiul an'OXCoUont .article 
in a mainland paper which showed that 
thoy wcro disposed to help us in our de- 
mand. Let lis .approach the Dominion 
government as roiiaonnble inon^ firmly 
Let us unite in the cause and let us bo 
united with the mainland. (Cliocr's.) 

Mr. Wilson, M. P. P., said that if the 
inainland thoroughly undeistoodtliisques 
tion thej'' would hold with us because tho 
demand included ail annual expenditure 
of §2,000,000 on the mainland. The only 
security British Columbia had was in the 
Carnarvon terms, for the Dominion Gov- 
ernment had reserved the right, in award- 
ing tho Oiidordonk contract,, to .stop the 
work al any time (cheers). 

Sir. A. NVilaon thought the Last clause 
was tho ono that ought to bo kept there. 
No friend of BritLsh Columbia would op- 
pose that resolution. 

The aniondment was lost l)y a large ma- 
jority, and tho original resolution was 
carried by an imnionse intijority. 

Dr. Tolmie was glad that tiio resolu- 
tions had been so heartily endorsed be- 
cause ho thoroughly approved of them. 
Ho exhorted tho people of Vancouver Is- 
land to moderation and calmness, and re- 
ferred to Lord Diifl'erin as tho peace- 
maker botwecn British Columbia and the 
rest of the Dominion. Ho had read an 
able article in Tlif Colonic of yesterday 
wliich gavg tho pooplo good advice and 
advocated a course of iniideratio^ which 
liad boon so ably explained to thd m'eot- 
iug by Mr. W. Wilson. Ho felt that the 
provinco was much indebted to tho efforts 
of Mr. DeCosmos, who in his carefully 
compiled statistics and well delivered 
speech had phiced thu cause of British 
Colunibia in a proper light before the 
peoplpiijf thb'Doniyiipnlfi :He'felt3 that a 
vote of {hanks w.-is duo Mr. Thos. White, 
member for Cardwell, who had in a cer- 
tain degree ombodied tho language of 
IMr. DcGosinos in a very eloquent spooch 
delivered by him. Ho c.vhortod tho peo- 
ple of Victoria to exeit thonisolvos to ob- 
tain tho, cpustructipnrof. the lino botwoon 
Esquimalt aa,d,Kanai'mo{<ind novated out 
that withouriTthc* welfare of tlio capital 
of tho proviiico would suffor.s'overely. It 
afforded him much ple;i3iiro to inoro.the 
following resolution : 

Be it resolved, that our roproUeutativos 
nowat Ottawa viz: Sir John A. Macdonald, 
M. P. , and the Hon. A. DeCosmos, M. 
P. , are hereby respectfully and. ui^ontly 
roc|uo8fed' - to impre'ss ' oh the Do- 
minion Government the desir-ability of 
the immediate commencement, say within 
1881, and within rcason.ablo time tho 
completion of tho construction of the 
Esquinialt-Nanaimo railroad as provided 
for in the first section of tho Carnarvon 
award. .-r^ .e- > , • 

The resoliition was secondotl by Mr. J. 
W. Williams, ^1. P. P., and carried 
unanimously. 

Mr. Fell then moved that a copy of 
the resolutions be forwarded to tho Pro- 
vincial Government with a request to 
them to press upon tho Dominion Gov- 
ornniont tho necessit}' of at once com- 
mencing the Esquimalt-Nanaiino railway. 

Ex-Maycu' Finlayson fallowed with an 
eloquent speech in which ho said that ho 
supposed . govornmonf 8 woro similar to 
privato individuals- and. that if they failed 
to'cjiirry o'iit their agreo;nonts they could 
be .arraigned before a court of justice. 
The court in the case of British Columbia 
would be the imperial government who 
had assented to tho terms of union and 
later on to the Carnarvon award. Ho 
pointful ^out that tho conatructiou of the 
raihriiy Was absolutely necessary to the 
welfare of tho confederation and par- 
ticularly to British Columbia and ho 
hoped that tho stops taken to-night would 
residt ill tho construction of tho line be- 
tween hero and Nanaimo. 

The motion, being put to the mooting, 
w.as carried unanimously. 

Mr. R. Ward,8econded by Dr. Tolmie, 
moved that a voto .of thot bo tendered 
Mr. Thos. White, member for Cardwell, 
for his able advocacy of British Columbia's 
cause. Carried. 

Mr. B. W, Pearse moved that a copy 
of the resolutions adopted be forwarded to 
the London TiwiM, Standard, Telegraph, 
News andtlid'Toronto Glohe and Mail and 
the Montreal Oazeite, requesting them to 
publish tho same. Carried. 

Mr. J. Foil moved a voto of thanks to 
the Mayor for the impartial manner in 
which he had presided over tho meeting, 
and tho resolution having been carried 
unanimously tho largest meeting ever 
held in this this provinco disprsod.

Editor, but I foel 
confident that that fact will not cause 
you to .spurn luo or my; statomentsf but 
I could not hope such a thing from the 
said N, A., an ho calls himself a foreign- 
er who seems to be almost death on 
voters and jiublic olUcer.s and the pres- 
ent Government in particular; but, of 
course, ■wc moot and hear of such men 
more or less every day and I approve 
of the plan of allowing tlie saying.s of 
such when not desirable to enter one 
oar and out the other unlo.w statements 
aro made which may be deleterious to 
the public (iar and load many innocent- 
ly astray. Such is the cage with Mr. 
N. A. in the statements, with regard to 
Soda Creek bridge and tho road lead- 
ing thereto, which Mr, N. A. thought 
was such a reputablo piece of work, and 
which, ho says cost the Gorernnient the 
enormous amount of §1 000, I am hap- 
py to bo able to inform N. A. ns well 
as tho public that said piece of work 
■was performed for a much smaller 
amount, t^Q .exact figurpa , o£ which is 
.'?2G40 the'exacfciEude of whichnny one 
can see for himself W consulting the 
books of the superintendent, and that it 
is a reputable piece of work. I ns well 
as the majority of this upper country 
di.sagreo with, N. A. although all 
consider that Mr. Boyde disjjlayed 
sound judgDicnt in removing the road 
from that monster sand bank and con- 
tinual slide wlicro it formerly ■was, in- 
nsinuch as there was a largo crack per- 
ceivable at the time which extended 
nbout a hundred feet along the road 
and which fell into Soda Creek about 
the tirad'^Mr. Hawks bad his road done. 
Now wo have a better read as' the 
grade is less and shorter than the old 
ono and will improve with years instead 
of getting wor.-iej the only improvements 
required at projent are a few turns 
straightened a little more and two or 
three places graveled. The gravel can 
bo got handy .and of tho best quality. 
He has also Jgiven us a substantial 
bridge at a cost which is marvelously 
cheap for such a largo piece of work, 
and few besides Jlr. Boyde could do 
the job at sucli a decidedly low figure for 
he is a man who deserves great 
credit for , the interest and faithfulness 
in which Ke work's,' making every dol- 
lar tell to the best advantage. * I am 
]"ileased to be able to give him the 
praises of the teamsters and others 
which he so justly de.serves that is of 
doing substantial work in every in- 
stance and plenty of it for the money. 

Now about Air. Hawks' bridge 
which Mr. N. A. claims has been built 
in the old place for §500. We will 
not dispute the statement as we are 
not in a position to know differently, 
but wo would judge that it cost more 
and as for making the road leading 
thereto passable for a mule or ox team 
it will requi.f| At Joast;^1500 more and 
then it would'Tje liable at' any time to 
slide as before into Soda Creek. The 
stringers which were used for tho new 
bridge came off tho old one with the 
exception of one, and cannot be very 
safe to trust a heavy team on. 

Wo admire Mr. Hawk's persever- 
ance in getting a' two or four-horse 
road ill the old place as tho new road 
is very inconvenient to him in going 
to and from his mill and to the Post- 
OfTice, and I feol confident that I am 
speaking the, minds of all in the part

She will 
be about the size of the Arizona, or 
Gallia, steel built, nbout fi.SOO' tons, 
and .some 0,000 horse-jiower. : The 
Arizwia^^ho^priisei^t /inompnt, is 
consitlered the swiftest" orean steamer 
afloat. Sho wns built and engine3 'by 
Elder k Co., of Gla.sgow, and took her 
station on the Guion Line early last 
year. She will, however, it is said, be 
nowheri! when the City of Rome, Ser- 
vin and Alaska make their appearance. 
On the Clyde at tho present time there 
■,aro..being built three enormous vessels 
fpr tho^''Atlantic trade. One is in course 
of construction in Thompson's yard at 
Glasgow for tho Cuiiard Line. She 
will bo named the Servin ; her tonnage 
will be 7,500, and her indicated horse- 
power lOjOUO. Tiie other steamer is 
being built by Elder it Co., of Glas- 
gow, for tho Guiori LinSr'Her tonnage 
will bo about 0,500, while 'her engines 
will indicate 10,000 horse-power, being 
similar in power to tho Servia.
